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VIOLENCE,  DECEIT  AND  PEACE 

With  outward  forms  of  violence,  such  as 
coercion,  injustice,  and  war,  there  are  always 
inward  forms  of  violence,  such  as  self-will, 
self-deception,  and  deceit.  Of  these  two  forms 
of  evil,  the  latter — inward  violence — is  the 
more  subtle,  pervasive,  and  hard  to  deal 
with.  The  peace  we  seek  in  the  world  and 
in  ourselves  is  at  least  as  much  dependent 
upon  our  recognizing  and  overcoming  self- 
deception  and  deceit  as  it  is  in  refraining 
from  outward  violence. 

The  failure  of  men  to  use  truthful  means 
to  their  ends  is  deeper  evidence  of  the  crisis 
of  our  society  than  is  the  use  of  outward  vio- 
lence. Such  illustrations  from  the  activities 
of  our  national  government  as  the  U-2  and 
C.I.A.  incidents,  and  more  recently  the  situ- 
ation of  Viet  Nam  and  the  Pueblo  incident, 
underline  the  grave  seriousness  of  the  “cred- 
ibility gap”  which  has  helped  bring  our  na- 
tional morale  to  one  of  the  lowest  points  in 
our  history.  Yet  I do  not  mean  to  single  out 
our  nation  or  government  alone  as  peculi- 
arly bad  offenders;  sovereign  states  of  all 
ideologies  are  offenders  in  greater  or  lesser 
degree.  Small  and  weak  countries,  with 
highly  emotional,  highly  partisan  national 
policies,  may  be  even  worse  offenders  than 
large  and  powerful  states  in  their  willingness 
to  use  various  forms  of  deception.  Wherever 
men  have  power — military,  political,  econ- 
omical, social,  personal — there  is  a tempta- 
tion to  misuse  it  not  merely  in  outward  ways 
but  even  more  subtly  and  damagingly,  in  in- 
ward ways.  What  I call  “inward  violence” 
runs  through  much  of  the  structure  of  our 
society. 

The  sad  thing  is  that  much  of  what  men 
hear  they  do  not  believe.  They  learn  to  dis- 
count a large  part  of  what  they  are  told  by 
government,  business,  advertising,  private 
organizations,  and  individual  people.  They 
look  for  the  gimmick  in  the  words  that  flow 
past  them.  Asked  “What  do  you  read,  mi- 
lord?” Hamlet  replies,  “Words,  words, 
words.”  So  it  is  with  much  of  the  precious 
act  of  communication  between  men  in  our 
world. 

As  Christians  and  Quakers,  we  should 
have  some  insight  into  the  meaning  of 
“words,  words,  words,”  that  is,  into  the  na- 
ture of  truth  and  untruth.  We  should  under- 
stand why  we  single  out  the  word  “Word” 
and  capitalize  and  hallow  it  when  we  take  it 
to  mean  the  divine  Truth  itself. 
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While  Jesus  spoke  some  sharp  words  about 
the  evil  of  outward  violence,  he  spoke  more 
and  sharper  about  the  evil  of  inward  vio- 
lence, that  is,  of  deceit  and  self-deceit.  His 
most  frequent  charge  against  the  more  re- 
spectable people  of  his  day  was  not  that 
they  were  violent  but  that  they  were  deceit- 
ful. They  did  not  live  by  what  they  pro- 
fessed. When  he  found  someone  being  truth- 
ful and  not  hypocritical,  such  as  the  publican 
who  prayed,  “God,  be  merciful  to  me,  a sin- 
ner,” he  was  full  of  joy  and  praise,  for  he 
knew  this  man,  at  the  point  of  his  contact 
with  God,  was  not  deceiving  himself.  He  was 
on  his  way  to  wholeness  and  eternal  life. 

Much  the  same  may  be  said  about  George 
Fox’s  view  of  inward  and  outward  violence. 
George  Fox  said  some  remarkable  words 
about  outward  violence.  But  he  spoke  more 
often  and  more  severely  about  the  inward 
violence  of  deceit:  of  “false  hearing  and  false 
seeing,”  “false  asking  and  false  praying,  in 
deceit.”  “All  their  religions,  and  worship  and 
ways,”  he  said,  “were  but  talking  of  other 
men’s  words,  for  they  were  out  of  the  life 
and  spirit  that  they  were  in  that  gave  them 
forth.”  That  is  the  severe  test  of  truth  and 
falsity  that  we  find  in  the  witness  of  George 
Fox  and  many  other  early  Friends.  It  is  a 
terribly  hard  test  to  live  up  to! 

Early  Quakerism  therefore  came  to  have 
a particular  concern  for  truth  and  truthful- 
ness. One  of  the  first  names  by  which  early 
Friends  called  themselves  was  “Friends  of 
Truth.”  Friends  were  brought  before  magis- 
trates and  thrown  into  jail  because  of  their 
“faithfulness  to  Truth.”  By  Truth  they 
meant  something  both  eternal  and  temporal. 
Truth  meant  the  Seed,  the  Light,  the  Word 
of  God.  It  also  meant,  for  example,  a single 
fair  price  for  merchandise,  so  that,  as  George 
Fox  wrote,  “people  might  send  any  child” 
to  a Quaker  shop  and  he  would  “be  as  well 
used  there  as  they  themselves.”  William 
James,  two  and  a half  centuries  later,  could 
write  of  the  Quaker  faith  that  it  was  “a 
religion  of  veracity  rooted  in  spiritual  in- 
wardness.” 

Friends’  carefulness  for  truth  has  led  to 
such  anecdotes  as  the  story  about  the  sheep 
. . . “Isn’t  that  a black  sheep  over  there?” 
“Certainly  it  looks  like  a black  sheep — on 
this  side,  at  least.”  Such  stories  have  a mean- 
ing for  us.  One  of  the  greatest  sources  of 
conflict  is  that  people  claim  to  know  not 
only  what  they  can  see  and  experience  from 
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their  side  of  the  sheep,  so  to  speak,  but  what 
they  suppose  other  people  are  seeing  and 
experiencing  from  the  other  side. 

In  raising  the  place  of  our  witness  against 
the  inward  violence  of  deceit  I do  not  mean 
to  lower  the  place  of  our  witness  against  out- 
ward violence,  especially  war.  Our  witness 
against  war  is  a distinctive  and  inspired 
Quaker  testimony  which  grows  out  of  our 
central  witness  to  Truth.  One  of  the  happiest 
moments  in  Christian  history  was  when 
George  Fox  and  his  associates  drew  up  the 
declaration  to  Charles  the  Second  in  which 
they  made  clear  why  Quakers  could  not  use 
outward  weapons.  The  Quakers  had  been 
accused  of  conspiring  with  several  dissident 
religious  groups,  especially  with  the  move- 
ment known  as  the  Fifth  Monarchy,  to  re- 
place the  ungodly  rule  of  Charles  II  with  a 
rule  by  “Christ  and  His  Saints.”  The  Fifth 
Monarchy  men  were  quite  willing  to  use 
arms  to  bring  this  about.  The  Quakers  were 
not.  Hence  the  declaration: 

“We  utterly  deny  all  outward  wars  and 
strife  and  fighting  with  outward  weapons  for 
any  end  . . . The  Spirit  of  Christ  by  which 
we  are  guided,  is  not  changeable,  so  as  once 
to  command  us  from  a thing  as  evil,  and 
again  to  move  us  to  fight  and  war  against 
any  man  with  outward  weapons,  either  for 
the  Kingdom  of  Christ  or  the  kingdoms  of 
this  world  . . . Therefore  we  cannot  learn 
war  any  more.” 

This  declaration  singled  out  the  crucial 
point  of  a true  peace  testimony,  namely,  that 
it  must  disavow  the  use  of  outward  weapons 
for  any  reason,  even  for  the  best  reason.  But 
this  testimony  is  not  presented  as  an  article 
of  Quaker  faith  standing  by  itself.  Rather  is 
proceeds  as  a necessary  by-product,  among 
many  others,  of  the  central  faith  and  way  of 
Quakers,  which  is  to  live  in  the  Light  and 
Spirit  of  Christ. 

In  our  peace  testimony,  do  we  witness 
against  inward  as  well  as  outward  violence? 
Do  our  acts  and  exercises  for  peace  come 
out  of  a central  witness  which  strengthens 
and  deepens  our  spiritual  lives  as  a whole? 

Such  a view  as  this  puts  the  question  of 
truth  and  falsehood,  as  well  as  of  non-vio- 
lence, in  a different  perspective.  Truth  is  not 
simply  the  avoidance  of  obvious  lying  or 
stealing,  though  it  is  that.  It  is  something 
more  difficult  and  challenging.  It  is  faithful- 
ness to  a whole  view  of  life.  Ghandhi  called 
this  “Satyagraha,”  or  “Truth-firmness.” 

The  test  of  our  own  “truth-firmness”  lies 
not  so  much  in  what  we  say  and  do  about 
situations  in  which  other  people  mainly  have 
power  as  in  those  in  which  we  mainly  have 
power.  And  we  do  not  lack  such  situations. 

We  have  power  to  witness  to  Truth  in 


our  vocations,  our  use  of  property,  our  use 
of  time  and  energy.  I have  unsolved  ques- 
tions about  this  area  in  my  own  life.  We  need, 
at  least,  to  try  to  be  honest  with  ourselves 
and  others  in  this  area  in  which  we  have 
power. 

We  have  power  to  witness  to  Truth  in  our 
family  lives.  There  we  are  more  likely  to 
be  tested  by  the  subtle  inward  perils  of  self- 
will,  self-interest,  and  self-deception  than 
by  temptations  to  outv/ard  coercion  and  vio- 
lence. Our  spouses,  our  children,  our  bro- 
thers and  sisters — even  our  pets — are  not 
fooled.  Rather,  they  learn  to  discount  and 
discard  much  of  what  they  hear  from  any- 
one. 


We  have  power  to  witness  to  Truth  in  the 
life  of  our  Meetings.  The  ways  in  which  we 
consult  or  do  not  consult  with  one  another, 
the  ways  we  offer  or  withhold  our  energy 
and  interest,  the  ways  we  react  to  the  inevi- 
table clashings  of  views  and  personalities, 
give  ample  opportunity  for  being  faithful  or 
less  than  faithful  to  truth  in  the  order  of 
our  Meetings.  A Friends  Meeting  is  a won- 
derful field  for  exercise  of  our  witness  to 
divine  truth. 

Violence  and  deceit  are  not  themselves  the 
deepest  challenge  to  our  witness  to  Truth. 
The  chief  villain  for  all  of  us  is  self-pride. 
For  nations  or  religious  bodies  or  individu- 
als, this  is  the  villain  who  convinces  us  that 
our  stance  is  right  and  our  behavior  justified, 
even  though  it  may  require  us  to  use  violence 
outwardly  or  deception  inwardly.  Self-pride 
is  the  father  of  anger,  violence,  greed,  self- 
deception,  deceit  and  all  the  other  responses 
through  which  we  fall  short  of  the  glory  of 
God. 

Against  self-pride  our  only  recourse  is 
something  still  stronger:  the  divine  love,  the 
light  and  power  of  Truth.  This  is  the  only 
power  through  which,  as  George  Fox  says, 
we  can  “trample  down  all  that  is  contrary” 
so  that  the  innocency  of  Truth  may  rise  up 
and  speak  through  our  lives. 

The  peace  we  seek  in  ourselves  and  the 
world  is  not  merely  the  absence  of  war.  It 
is  the  presence  of  a life  of  fulfillment,  in 
ourselves  and  others.  It  may  help  us  in  our 
witness  against  the  war  in  Viet  Nam  to 
realize  that,  were  it  to  end  tomorrow,  the 
condition  of  true  peace  would  still  be  far 
from  present.  Paradoxically,  this  should 
somewhat  lessen  our  frustrations  and  en- 
courage us  in  our  witness  to  truth!  Let  us 
take  heart!  Truth,  the  divine  love,  has  more 
for  us  to  do  than  we  think  and  gives  us 
more  power  to  do  it  than  we  ask!  He  is 
nearer  to  us  than  breathing,  closer  than 
hands  and  feet.  FERNER  NUHN 

Claremont  Meeting 
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NEW  WAY  FOR  A RETREAT 

At  a small  gathering  of  West  Coast 
Friends  in  Whittier,  we  were  talking  about 
ways  of  conducting  retreats  and  conferences, 
and  I mentioned  that  Quakers  have  an  un- 
usually happy  readiness  for  a type  of  retreat 
meeting  that  is  in  keeping  with  their  tradi- 
tional form  of  worship  and  at  the  same  time 
draws,  not  from  some  designated  leader  but 
from  the  whole  group,  all  kinds  of  hidden 
treasures  that  often  strengthen  the  whole 
group. 

If  the  group  is  not  over  say  30  persons, 
they  may  be  gathered  in  a circle,  and  after 
introductions  and  an  explanation  of  the  in- 
tention to  spend  an  hour  and  a half  together 
in  this  gathering,  a verse  or  line  is  given  by 
the  one  who  is  in  charge  and  the  suggestion 
made  that  this  is  to  be  the  subject  or  focus 
of  the  meditation.  We  have  often  used  the 
line  from  Isaac  Penington,  “There  is  that 
near  you  which  will  guide  you.  O wait  pa- 
tiently for  it  and  be  faithful  unto  it.”  But 
there  are  so  many  searching  lines  that  are 
possible:  “Except  you  bring  your  brother 
with  you,  you  shall  not  see  my  face;”  “You 
can  only  spend  in  good  works  what  you  have 
earned  in  contemplation;”  “There  are  plenty 
to  follow  our  Lord  half  way,  but  not  the 
other  half;”  “Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it 
unto  one  of  these,  the  least  of  my  brethren, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me;”  “All  things  are 
held  together  in  him;”  “So  long  as  any  man 
is  in  prison,  I am  not  free.”  These  are  a few. 


The  group  sit  together  in  silence  and  as 
anyone  is  given  something  to  share  on  this 
line  that  has  been  set  as  the  focus,  he  speaks. 
There  may  be  considerable  quiet  stretches 
between  things  that  are  said,  but  they  only 
take  the  group  more  deeply  into  the  theme. 
In  the  course  of  the  ninety  minutes,  there 
may  be  many  contributions  from  members 
of  the  group,  and  the  one  who  is  in  charge 
may  feel  especially  drawn  to  gather  up  or 
add  to  the  messages  at  the  end,  but  this  is 
not  essential.  This  kind  of  gathering  has 
often  been  held  twice  in  a day  and  can  be 
interspersed  with  other  meetings,  but  the 
general  experience  is  to  keep  the  program 
of  such  a group  minimal. 

Such  a meeting  is  neither  a meeting  for 
worship  nor  is  it  a discussion.  It  is  rather  a 
group  meditation  or  sharing  on  some  search- 
ing theme,  and  it  has  been  found  congenial 
to  Friends  with  experience  in  the  use  of 
silence  who  want  a non-authoritarian  or  a 
freer  and  more-widely-shared-in  experience 
than  would  be  present  if  an  address  or  a 
speaker-led  discussion  were  held.  Here  the 
inward  resources  and  the  Spirit  are  both 
drawn  on  to  make  the  experience  meaning- 
ful. There  is  never  any  magic  in  one  special 
pattern,  and  many  improvements  on  this  are 
highly  possible.  But  it  has  been  fruitful 
enough  to  be  at  least  a point  of  departure 
for  other  experiments  that  seek  to  open  the 
group  to  the  deepest  resources  in  its  experi- 
ence together.

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  has  sent  $3,000  to  the  Ca- 
nadian Friends  Service  Committee  for  relief  in  Viet- 
nam as  minuted  under  concern  during  Yearly  Meet- 
ing 1967.

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FROM  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 


The  Executive  Committee  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing met  in  San  Francisco  Meeting  House,  March  16, 
1968.  Minutes  approved  provided  for  the  following: 

A travel  minute  will  be  sent  to  Stuart  and  Gladys 
Innerst  to  present  to  Friends  in  New  Zealand,  Japan 
and  other  Asian  countries. 

An  invitation  to  Herbert  Hadley,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  American  Section  of  Friends  World  Com- 
mittee, and  to  his  wife,  will  be  extended  to  attend 
and  participate  in  Yearly  Meeting  1968. 

An  Agenda  Review  Committee  will  meet  at  the  call 
of  the  Assistant  Clerk  both  before  and  during  Yearly 
Meeting  to  consider  all  changes  and  additions  to 
the  agenda.  The  Executive  Committee  will  appoint 
this  committee  each  year.  Appointed  for  1968  are 
Robert  Mclnnes,  Assistant  Clerk  of  PYM;  Roy  Di- 
mon,  Clerk  of  Young  Friends;  Marilyn  Heilman,  Co- 
ordinator and  Chief  Advisor  of  the  Junior  Yearly 
Meeting,  and  Francis  Dart. 


The  schedule  for  Yearly  Meeting  1968  was  worked 
out. 

Mildred  Burck,  Statistical  Secretary,  asks  for  the 

names  of  Friends  living  in  remote  areas  in  Asia  and 
Africa  to  send  to  the  Friends  World  Committee. 

The  Treasurer,  Robert  Young,  reported  that  against 
budgeted  income  of  $11,400  from  Monthly  Meetings, 
as  of  the  end  of  February  only  $4900  has  been  re- 
ceived. Monthly  Meetings  are  reminded  to  get  their 
contributions  up  to  date.  There  is  $2300  now  avail- 
able in  the  Friend  in  the  Orient  Fund.  $3,000  has 
been  forwarded  to  the  Canadian  Friends  Service 
Committee  for  relief  in  Vietnam. 

A letter  from  the  U.S.  Treasury  Foreign  Asset  Con- 
trol Board,  in  response  to  our  letter  advising  that 
we  are  sending  funds  to  Vietnam  for  relief,  advises 
us  that  sending  of  relief  to  North  Vietnam  and  the 
Viet  Cong  is  prohibited  by  the  Treasury  and  that 
violators  of  the  regulation  are  subject  to  $10,000 
fine  and  10  years  imprisonment  for  each  offense. 
Copies  of  our  original  Minute  for  this  concern,  and 
of  the  various  letters  in  connection  with  carrying 
it  out,  are  to  be  sent  to  the  American  Friends  Serv- 
ice Committee,  since  it  is  considering  similar  action. 

For  an  advisory  committee  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
Holding  Corporation  trustees  as  need  arises,  the 

officers  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee are  authorized  to  act.  For  legal  use  as  By- 
laws of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  the  Treasurer  was  in- 
structed to  refer  the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Disci- 
pline. 

Appointment  of  Asenaih  Young  as  Assistant  Trea- 
surer was  confirmed,  and  the  Treasurer  was  in- 
structed to  make  payment  as  previously  approved 
for  her  services  retroactivley. 

The  Bulletin  Committee:  Mary  Etter  reported  a 
shortage  of  pages  owing  to  the  unexpected  request 
to  publish  Margaret  Gibbon’s  YM  address  in  the 
December  issue.  It  was  agreed  that  additional  funds 
should  be  supplied  if  needed  to  enable  the  Bulletin 
to  maintain  the  customary  standard,  and  that  in  the 
future  the  cost  of  publication  of  addresses  given  at 
Yearly  Meeting  should  not  be  charged  against  the 
Bulletin  budget.  Quarterly  Meetings  are  urged  to 
send  reports  of  sessions  to  the  Bulletin  that  convey 
some  of  the  color  and  spirit  of  the  sessions  rather 
than  bare  Minutes  only. 


Education  Committee:  Ann  Scott  reported  that  the 
survey  just  completed  on  the  subject  of  a PYM  staff 
person  for  religious  education  (in  addition  to  show- 
ing equal  proportions  of  Monthly  Meetings  in  favor 
of  this,  not  sure,  and  against)  brought  to  the  Com- 
mittee a sense  of  burden,  of  concern  of  not  being 
able  to  carry  on  a program  for  the  young  people  in 
small  Meetings,  and  a need  to  know  where  to  find 
resources  to  help  us  along  the  way  of  the  inward 
journey.  The  Committee  plans  to  explore  the  idea  of 
a Yearly  Meeting  library  of  children’s  books;  to 
mobilize  resources  in  teacher  training,  to  have  a dis- 
play of  curriculum  materials  at  Yearly  Meeting.  The 
committee  requests  a budget  of  $1000.  The  Finance 
Committee  was  asked  to  try  to  find  a way  to  make 
this  budget  possible. 

An  invitation  to  Douglas  and  Dorothy  Steere  to 

attend  and  participate  in  Yearly  Meeting  1969  will 
be  extended. 

Budget  requests  from  Committees  to  the  YM  Fin- 
ance Committee  should  be  sent  to  Paton  Crouse, 
Chairman  as  far  in  advance  of  Yearly  Meeting  as 
possible.  If  a significant  increase  is  being  requested 
an  explanation  of  the  increase  should  be  included. 
It  is  the  duty  of  outgoing  chairmen  to  submit  the 
budgets. 

The  Friend  in  the  Orient  Committee:  Catherine  Bru- 
ner described  obstacles  in  the  way  of  implementing 
the  program  requested  by  YM  1967  at  this  time.  It 
is  the  feeling  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  the 
Orient  Committee  should  proceed  with  a program  if 
an  opportunity  arises,  after  consultation  with  Uni- 
versity Meeting.  Floyd  Schmoe  is  confirmed  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee.  $2300  is  available  in 
this  Fund. 

History  and  Archives:  Walt  Raitt  reported  much 
work  done  putting  the  records  of  the  YM  in  order. 
Files  of  the  Bulletin  preceding  1947  are  missing,  as 
is  much  Clerk’s  correspondence  for  a considerable 
period  of  early  days,  also  copies  of  the  State  of 
Society  reports  from  the  Monthly  Meetings;  any  ad- 
ditions of  these  items  to  the  Archives  would  be  wel- 
come. Friends  united  in  appreciation  to  Walt  Raitt 
for  the  service  he  is  giving  in  collecting,  preserving, 
and  indexing  of  records. 

A Yearly  Meeting  Directory  is  wanted:  It  is  to  con- 
sist of  a file  of  the  Quarterly  Directories  such  as  are 
now  in  use  in  most  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings,  de- 
signed according  to  their  particular  requirements. 
Quarterly  Meetings,  and  Mexico  and  Honolulu  Month- 
ly Meetings,  are  asked  to  compile  an  up-to-date 
directory  every  year  out  of  the  Monthly  Meeting 
directories  or  in  whatever  form  they  find  most  use- 
ful; there  should  be  added  a list  of  the  current  offi- 
cers and  terms  of  office  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting. 
A copy  or  file  of  these  directories  is  to  be  sent 
regularly  every  year  to  the  following  officers  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting:  The  Presiding  Clerk,  the  Chairman 
of  the  Nominating  Committee;  the  Treasurer;  the 
Editor  of  the  Bulletin;  the  Historian. 

Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee:  Hugh  Campbell- 
Brown  outlined  plans  for  the  good  order  of  wor- 
ship at  Yearly  Meeting  as  well  as  for  special  parts 
of  the  program  under  their  care.  Quarterly  Meeting 
Clerks  are  asked  to  bring  to  Yearly  Meeting  the  State 
of  Society  reports  (or  copies  of  them)  from  the 
Monthly  Meetings  to  be  available  for  Friends  to 
examine.  These  will  then  be  turned  over  to  the  His- 
torian for  the  Archives. 
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Nominating  Committee:  The  following  recommenda- 
tions were  approved: 

Education  Committee  Chairman:  Ann  Scott 

Social  Order  Chairman:  Anne  MacKinney 

Peace  Committee  Convenor:  Alan  Strain 

Vietnam  Project  Coordinator:  Stuart  Innerst 

Reading  Clerk:  David  Bruner 

In  clarification:  Committees  on  Friends  Schools 
and  Visitation  should  have  two-year,  staggered 
terms.  The  Bulletin  Committee  should  consider  ap- 
propriate terms  for  members  and  make  a recomen- 
dation  to  Representative  Committee. 

For  1968  nominations  Walt  Raitt  plans  to  con- 
sult in  advance  with  regional  Meetings.  The  Commit- 
tee was  urged  to  meet  prior  to  YM  to  prepare  nomi- 
nations so  that  the  list  may  be  posted  early  in  the 
YM  sessions;  it  is  asked  to  proposed  an  increase 
in  budget  to  meet  the  expense  of  an  advance  com- 
mittee meeting. 

Schools  Committee:  Helen  Stevenson  reported  plans 
to  hold  a conference  for  persons  involved  in  Friends 
Schools,  just  prior  to  Yearly  Meeting  at  John  Wool- 
man  School.  For  the  Junior  Yearly  Meeting,  this 
Committee  is  regularly  to  find  and  appoint  the  Ad- 
visors for  Yearly  Meeting  Sessions  as  well  as  the 
Coordinator  who  will  serve  a three  year  term. 

Coordinators  and  Chief  Advisors  to  the  Junior  Year- 
ly Meeting:  The  Schools  Committee  has  appointed 
Bob  and  Marilyn  Heilman.  Marilyn  will  serve  as  Co- 
ordinator for  three  years. 

Visitation  Committee:  The  Ministry  and  Oversight  is 
asked  to  consider  the  role  of  this  committee  includ- 
ing the  desirability  of  it  becoming  a sub-committee 
of  M and  O.  Report  after  consultation  with  members 
of  Visitation  is  to  be  made  to  Representative  Com- 
mittee. 

Education  and  Peace  Committees:  Two  members  at 
large  and  an  assistant  chairman  are  to  be  added 
by  the  Nominating  Committee,  action  to  be  consid- 
ered by  the  Representative  Committee  for  appropri- 
ate recommendation  to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Representative  to  Friends  General  Conference,  1968: 
John  Ullman’s  appointment  is  confirmed.  The  next 
representative  will  be  named  for  the  1970  Confer- 
ence. 

Social  Order  Committee:  Anne  MacKinney  reports 
that  there  is  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  Race 
Relations  Conference  will  be  held  on  the  West  Coast 
this  year,  so  no  arrangements  are  under  way  at  this 
time. 

Concerns  from  Regional  Meetings:  From  New  Mexi- 
co Quarterly  Meeting,  John  Atkinson  spoke  of  need 
for  literature  and  curriculum  materials  specifically 
designed  for  Quaker  religious  education.  He  was 
asked  to  take  back  to  his  Meeting  the  plans  of  the 
YM  Education  Committee.  He  also  spoke  of  con- 
cern for  the  relationship  of  Young  Friends  to  their 
Meetings;  the  Executive  Committee  will  ask  t h e 
Young  Friends  to  consider,  at  their  Yearly  Meeting 
sessions,  their  relationship  to  the  Monthly,  Quarter- 
ly, and  Yearly  Meetings  in  worship  and  in  other 
ways,  and  hopefully  they  will  share  their  ideas  and 
concerns  with  their  Meetings. 

Southern  California  Quarterly  Meeting:  Two  thresh- 
ing sessions  have  been  held  on  the  sufferings  of 
Friends  and  others  due  to  conscience,  and  it  is 
urged  that  we  be  prepared  to  spend  time  at  Yearly 
Meeting  for  discussion  of  this  concern. 


Discipline  Committee:  in  relation  to  questions  aris- 
ing out  of  some  procedures  at  variance  being  used 
by  some  Monthly  Meetings,  the  Committee  is  asked 
to  request  the  Monthly  Meetings  to  state  their  posi- 
tion with  reference  to  the  Discipline  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  regarding  the  guidance  therein  contained 
on  membership  and  the  relationship  of  members  to 
their  Monthly  Meetings. 

Membership  in  the  Society  of  Friends:  The  Executive 
Committee  affirms  its  understanding  that  member- 
ship is  held  through  a Monthly  Meeting. 

New  Monthly  Meeting:  Baxter  Hurn  of  Arizona  Half- 
Yearly  Meeting  reported  the  foundation  of  a new 
Meeting  in  Flagstaff,  Arizona,  with  Mary  Minor  serv- 
ing as  Clerk.  Approval  will  be  sought  at  Yearly 
Meeting  when  Flagstaff  is  asked  to  have  a represent- 
ative report  on  their  beginnings. 

Arrangements,  Yearly  Meeting  1968:  Bob  Barns, 
General  Chairman,  reports  that  plans  are  coming 
along  in  good  order  at  St.  Mary’s  College  in  Mo- 
raga.  Two  new  dormitories  are  available,  as  well  as 
other  new  general  arrangements.  Costs  of  YM  are 
to  be  rounded  out  to  provide  money  for  expense 
grants  to  house  parents  for  the  Junior  Yearly  Meet- 
ing dormitory  as  noted  below.  There  will  be  a final 
registration  date,  published  in  the  Bulletin  with  reg- 
istration forms.  Late  registration  will  cost  more: 
the  Arrangements  Committee  is  authorized  to  decide 
how  much  the  penalty  shall  be. 

Permanent  Site  Committee:  Bob  Barns  reports 

that  there  is  a considerable  feeling  that  we  should 
not  put  a lot  of  money  into  a permanent  site  as 
owner  or  part-owner.  Yet  Friends  must  realize  that 
in  northern  California  the  only  sites  known  now  for 
recurring  YM  sessions  are  Squaw  Valley,  to  which 
there  are  some  serious  objections  owing  to  its  size, 
and  St.  Mary’s  College  which  will  not  commit  itself 
ahead.  A suggestion  of  a substantial  gift  for  ex- 
pansion to  a College  (such  as  for  construction  of  a 
new  dormitory)  in  return  for  permanent  access  for 
Yearly  Meeting  sessions  for  a week  every  summer  is 
being  explored. 

Yearly  Meeting  1969:  Reservations  have  been  con- 
firmed by  Willamette  Quarterly  Meeting  with  Linfield 
College,  McMinnville,  Oregon,  for  August  2-7,  1969. 
Linfield  College  stands  ready  to  take  YM  every  other 
year;  from  now  on  the  dates  will  be  at  about  this 
time  in  the  summer  at  Linfield. 

Junior  Yearly  Meeting  1968:  Dan  Blickenstaff  and 
other  Junior  Friends,  after  intensive  discussion  with 
their  Coordinator,  Marilyn  Heilman,  and  with  Bob 
Barns,  General  Arrangements  Chairman,  Baxter 
Hurn  and  Bob  Mclnnes,  brought  in  the  following 
recommendations  on  arrangements  (all  approved  by 
the  Executive  Committee): 

Sponsorship:  they  ask  the  Monthly  Meetings  to 
consider  the  meaning  of  sponsorship  of  a Junior 
Friend  at  Yearly  Meeting  according  to  the  definition 
in  the  Junior  Friends  Discipline.  Sponsors  other  than 
parents  may  undertake  not  more  than  two  Junior 
Friends  per  sponsor. 

Rules  of  the  Campus  at  St.  Mary’s  and  arty  other 
rules  of  good  order  decided  upon  by  the  Junior 
Friends  shall  be  sent  to  all  Junior  Yearly  Meeting 
registrants,  or  these  may  be  included  with  the 
registration  forms. 

Dormitories:  9th,  10th,  11th  and  12th  grade  Jun- 
ior Friends  (incoming)  will  have  a separate  dormitory 
with  house  parents  in  the  ratio  of  not  more  than 
10  to  1,  with  separate  floors  for  boys  and  girls. 
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Grants  for  expenses  will  be  offered  under  the  Co- 
ordinator’s authority  to  house  parents:  it  is  hoped 
that  young  couples  and  mature  Young  Friends  will 
be  able  and  willing  to  serve  as  house  parents.  Sev- 
enth and  8th  grade  Junior  Friends  are  to  room  with 
their  parents  or  sponsors  and  will  not  have  a sep- 
arate dormitory. 

Late  Registration  will  cost  more:  Friends  are  ad- 
vised. 

Party  Crashers:  Junior  Friends  plan  to  ask  them 
to  leave;  if  difficulty  arises  they  will  ask  for  help 
from  the  YM  Ministry  and  Oversight.  Bob  Barns 
points  out  that  St.  Mary’s  College  now  has  a regu'ar 
campus  patrol  on  the  entrance  at  night  for  their 
own  protection. 

Preliminary  plans  for  evening  hours  and  recre- 
ation on  Committee  Day  were  discussed  with  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  will  be  announced. 

Mew  Ways  Committee:  Philip  Wells  brought  in  a 
comprehensive  report  proposing  various  solutions 


to  the  problems  of  growth  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 
This  will  be  referred  to  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meet- 
ings for  consideration.  Review  of  the  Report  and 
of  the  function  and  further  life  of  the  Committee  is 
referred  to  the  Representative  Committee.  New  Ways 
will  continue  to  act  in  accepting  reactions  to  their 
report  until  then.  Acknowledgment  was  made  of  the 
debt  of  gratitude  owed  this  Committee  for  its  work.

FROM  THE  QUARTERLY  MEETINGS 

COLLEGE  PARK  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

Sessions  were  held  in  Berkeley,  January  20.  From 
the  Monthly  Meetings  came  reports  of  a number 
of  Feace  Vigils  and  establishment  of  some  Peace 
Centers.  Marin  Preparative  Meeting  has  applied 
for  Monthly  Meeting  status.  Grass  Valley  Meeting 
is  growing  with  the  merging  of  John  Woolman  Wor- 
ship Group  and  new  attenders  from  the  community. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  committment  to  Phil 
Drath’s  support  has  been  met.  Several  Meetings  are 
supporting  an  FCL  Intern  in  Sacramento  for  three 
months.  The  Quarter  wants  Friends  in  general  to 
know  that  it  endorses  the  AFSC  Ben  Lomond 
Quaker  Center  development  (see  account  else- 
where). The  Peace  Committee  is  planning  a con- 
ference on  “Friends  and  the  Draft”  to  be  held  April 
12-14  hoping  to  meet  the  major  needs  and  concerns 
of  the  various  Meetings,  to  be  open  to  people  associ- 
ated with  the  Meetings:  participants  should  be 
young  men  of  draft  age,  Peace  Committee  chairmen 
and/or  other  concerned  adults. 

Approval  and  financial  support  was  provided 
for  a concern  from  Berkeley  Meeting  which  arises 
out  of  their  Committee  on  Ministry,  “sobered  by 
its  lack  of  ability  to  act  decisively  and  quickly  when 
Friends  are  imprisoned  for  conscience.”  It  reads: 

Since  more  Friends  may  be  imprisoned  for  con- 
science in  the  future,  we  ask  that  College  Park 
Quarterly  Meeting  prepare  to  be  of  more  assistance 
to  them,  in  the  following  particular  ways: 

1.  He-tain  an  attorney,  to  research  and  present 
the  facts  concerning  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
citizens  when  arrested,  before  sentencing,  and  after 
sentencing.  This  should  contain  more  than  advices 
to  the  individuals  who  may  be  arrested.  It  should 
also  have  specific  information  about  prisoners’ 
rights  to  religious  counselling,  whether  by  indivi- 
dual clergy,  or  a committee,  as  is  the  practice  of 
Friends.  This  information  would  vastly  improve  the 
ability  of  the  visiting  committee  to  deal  with  prison 
personnel  and  the  sheriff  or  other  authorities.  It 
might  also  detail  the  means  of  bringing  private 
physicians  to  a prisoner. 

2.  As  more  Friends  are  led  to  Civil  Disobedience, 
MontWy  Meetings,  corporately,  will  be  called  on 
for  help.  It  is  common  for  Friends  to  attempt  more 
care  and  sharing  than  they  can  support  over  a long 
period  of  time.  We  suggest  that  a committee  be 
formed  of  members  who  are  informed  in  the  law, 


business  and  finance,  who  would  be  prepared  to 
help  Friends  who  are  led  to  Civil  Disobedience 
assess  their  commitments  and  responsibilities,  so 
that  they  can  put  their  affairs  in  the  best  possible 
order  before  their  arrest  and  imprisonment. 

SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA  QUARTERLY  MEETING 

The  midwinter  fellowship,  attended  by  130  in- 
dividuals, was  held  the  weekend  of  February  17 
from  Saturday  morning  through  lunch  Sunday  in 
the  Presbyterian  Conference  Grounds  at  Malibu — 
a pleasant  camp  in  a wooded  valley. 

Sunday’s  session,  except  for  the  Meeting  for  Wor- 
ship, was  unprogrammed,  allowing  time  for  fellow- 
ship as  the  spirit  moved  us. 

Our  business  was  accomplished  in  committees 
Saturday  forenoon  and  a plenary  session  that  after- 
noon. A report  from  two  day-long  threshing  ses- 
sions, one  in  December  and  one  in  January,  by  the 
Peace  Committee,  received  much  attention.  We  are 
all  deeply  troubled  by  current  happenings,  yet  we 
could  not  unite  on  definite  action  that  the  Quarter 
could  take;  however,  the  exercise  brought  us  to  a 
better  understanding  of  each  other  and  the  actions 
we  are  taking  as  individuals  and  as  Monthly  Meet- 
ings. 

The  weekend  also  included  a young  people’s  pro- 
gram, a children’s  program,  a rousing  family-fun 
session,  and  two  periods  of  small  Quaker  Dialogue 
groups  exploring  several  questions  previously  pre- 
pared. Although  each  group’s  experience  was  dif- 
ferent, the  same  questions  were  used  in  each.  These 
experiences  were  shared  further  during  Sunday 
rambles  up  the  mountain  and  in  the  Meeting  for 
Worship.

BEN  LOMOND “PENDLE  HILL  WEST” 

Ben  Lomond,  the  beautiful  California  mountain 
retreat  Lucile  Manley  gave  to  the  American  Friends 
Service  Committee  as  a memorial  to  her  husband, 
Clyde  W.  Manley,  includes  fifty  acres  of  redwoods 
and  firs  along  streams  in  the  Santa  Cruz  Moun- 
tains about  ten  miles  from  the  ocean.  It  was  to  “be 
perpetually  dedicated  and  used  for  conference 
grounds,  summer  camps,  and  other  purposes  for 
the  enjoyment,  betterment,  education,  and  welfare 
of  mankind.” 

The  Ben  Lomond  Committee  of  the  AFSC,  en- 
dorsed by  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting,  is  now 
going  ahead  with  plans  for  full  development  of 
the  property’s  use.  Friends  hope  to  build  a “Pendle 
Hill  West,”  for  which  a master  plan  has  been 
drawn  up. 

The  old  boy’s  camp  is  being  remodeled  and  ex- 
panded to  serve  as  a hostel  for  thirty  campers.  A 
large  multipurpose  room  has  been  added  to  a mod- 
ern kitchen,  and  concrete  has  been  poured  for  a 
bunkhouse  to  be  used  when  it  is  not  comfortable 
to  sleep  out. 

The  plan  calls  for  use  of  the  other  half  of  the 
property  for  more  formal  conferences  and  retreats. 
A dining  hall  and  kitchen  that  will  serve  up  to  60 
people  will  be  available  in  June.  This  building — 
used  for  some  years  by  the  Sequoia  Seminar  Foun- 
dation— will  be  given  to  the  AFSC  in  exchange  for 
use  of  roads  and  some  land.  Construction  will  soon 
begin  on  two  lodges  near  the  dining  hall  to  aceom-- 
modate  30  people  each;  these  year-round  facilities 
will  be  used  by  Friends’  and  other  groups  as  an 
adult  study  center  and  for  organized  conferences 
and  retreats. 

To  permit  two  programs  to  go  on  at  one  time 
the  eastern  half  of  the  property  will  be  used  pri- 
marily for  camping  and  the  western  half  for  serious 
programs.  For  anyone  who  wants  to  get  away  by 
himself  there  are  countless  spots  along  the  trails 
for  private  reverie  and  retreat. 

A group  of  Bay  Area  Friends  at  Ben  Lomond  last 
summer  on  a family  camp  discussed  the  ever-pre- 
sent problem  of  raising  money  to  develop  the  prop- 
erty. One  Friend  suggested  that  a “Quaker  country 
club”  be  formed,  with  members  paying  monthly 
“dues.”  This  idea  caught  on,  and  some  have  found 
it  a convenient  and  amusing  way  to  contribute  to 
the  AFSC  Ben  Lomond  Committee. 

With  few  exceptions,  all  the  work  at  Ben  Lomond 
has  been  voluntary.  A Stanford  graduate  student 
spent  many  hours  drawing  plans  and  learning  how 
to  rewire  the  old  camping  facility — passing  inspec- 
tion first  off.  Some  have  hammered,  sawed,  and 
painted;  others  have  cleared  trails  and  camp  sites. 
Major  work  on  the  hostel  has  now  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  first  program  of  the  year  will  be 
held  on  the  property  in  early  June. 

Financial  help  and  muscle  power  will  continue 
to  be  needed,  but  Friends  everywhere  are  invited 
just  to  visit  and  to  enjoy  the  new  Quaker  Center. 
Friends  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  will  be  invited 
to  tour  Ben  Lomond  during  Yearly  Meeting  this 
summer.  Inquiries  should  be  addressed  to  the  Ben 
Lomond  ommittee,  AFSC,  2160  Lake  St.,  San  Fran- 
cisco.

The  Whittier  Lecture  on  March  5 was  given  to 
a capacity  audience;  the  occasion  was  felt  to  be 
one  of  great  warmth  and  depth  for  the  Society  of 
Friends.  The  lecture,  sponsored  by  Whittier  College 
and  interested  Friends  of  California  and  Pacific 
Yearly  Meetings  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends, 
has  been  printed  as  a Whittier  College  Bulletin 
under  the  title  of  “The  Hardest  Journey,”  a West 
Coast  Quaker  Lecture.  Copies  of  the  pamphlet  may

From  ARGENTA,  John  Stevenson  writes  “we 
stagger  on  . . . through  winter’s  renewed  slushy 
weather,  in  the  pangs  of  growth  ...  a Mardi  Gras 
celebration  rose  unexpectedly  to  boost  lagging  spir- 
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its  . . . there  was  a day  in  the  woods  loading  and 
carrying  logs  to  the  new  student  home  site  to  be- 
come posts,  girders,  beams  ...  At  least  a letter 
a week  comes  from  someone  who  has  heard  of  us 
and  wants  to  teach  here  ...  for  the  first  time 
we  are  going  to  have  to  turn  down  good  applicants 
for  house  parents  . . . our  most  urgent  need  is  for 
people  with  housebuilding  skills  (or  even  mere 
muscles).  Anyone  with  either  who  could  offer  a 
few  days  to  a few  months  could  enquire  of  us;  in 
most  cases  we  can  offer  room  and  board  for 
full-time  volunteers.  Let  us  know  of  any  prospects.” 
JOHN  WOOLMAN,  where  about  a third  of  the  stu- 
dents are  from  Quaker  families,  is  encouraging  so- 
cial awareness:  several,  both  students  and  teachers, 
are  doing  extra-curricular  teaching:  9 teaching  han- 
dicapped children,  18  with  under-privileged  groups, 
and  2 in  hospital  and  nursery  teaching.  Several  have 
been  active  in  demonstrations  against  the  draft; 
six  were  arrested.
